SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: OCTOBER, 1965 


Rainfall: During October, 1965, below normal rainfall was recorded in all areas. Negative departares ranged from 20% in the 
South-east Peninsula and Channel areas, through 50% for most of the South-west and West Coast to more than 70% for the Central 
Plateau, Midlands, Central North and East Coast. Heaviest fall of 720 points at Lake Margaret was nearly 6 inches below normal 
while the lowest recording was only 25 points, at St. Marys and Swansea. 


Temperatures: Mean temperatures were generally above normal except for a section bounded by Devonport—Ulverstone— 
Erriba and a small area around Oatlands, where negative departures were about 0.3°. Positive departures of 1°-2° were recorded 
on King Island, the Central Plateau, Derwent Valley and Channel areas and most of the East Coast. Elsewhere departures ranged 
to 1° above normal. 


Rural Conditions: Prolonged below normal rainfall resulted in further deterioration of pastures, especially in thc Derwent 
Valley and Midlands, although areas of the East Coast, with a cumulative deficiency of 30%, were still classified fair to good. Reports 
indicated good crops of potatoes and processing vegetables in the North-west, and fruit season prospects were bright, although rain 
was needed, and considerable damage was caused by severe late frosts in the Tamar Valley.
